The Jacksons had a 
big party on their roof and even though I wore a coat, we almost froze, 
Many of the ladies had fur capes. Arthur wished that he had worn the 
brown camel's hair robe that the Crown Prince gave him. I haven't 
forgotten that you and Cannon want head ropes. Do you want the white 
embroidered head scarf also? I gave Arthur a set for Christmas. 


Please tell the ladies that it really gets cold here, 56° and 
a fur cape or evening wrap is necessary. It makes me mad that the 
State Department list didn't suggest that since I left one at home, 
Also tell them to forget about "wash" evening dresses, They can 
wear here whatever they wear at home - They will need a cocktail-type 
dress + afternoon dresses of rayone or jersey and plenty of wash dresses 
for hot weather and for everyday wear all the year round. 


There is "silver"? provided, with white handles but they may 
want to bring thelr own, There are two sets of dishes, Bob has his 
own so, those he had and what we had are available. I suggest they 
bring casseroles, skillets, double boilers, kettles, sauce pans and 
kitehen spoons, knives, etc, Bob can share some of his things, We 
can get the government to reimburse them, 


They will need table linen and bed spreads, either two singles or 


a double depending on which they prefer, By that time there be enough 
bed linen and towels,

They will want to bring their own glassware, pitchers, toasters, records 
and record players, if they like music. We soldom bother with the radio 
and wish that we had put the money into a better record player, 


Sometime, you might ask Mr. Awalt to send out a copy of the State 
Dept's suggestions - so as to have the women out here bring them up to 
date. Now that they have dry cleaning one doesn't need so many things. 


Arthur found he brought out a lot of light weight wash suits that 
he won't use. In summer they wear the white pants and sport shirts, as 
you know, and at this time of the year they wear the light weight suits, 


We are having Bob get fishing tackle at Bahrain, They will want 
bathing suits and trunks - single picnic equipment. My leather case 
holding two thermos bottles and a tin box for lunches is most useful. 


Almost all groceries can be gotten at Bechtels, They may want 
to put seasonings, etc. from their cupboards and extra things that they 
have on hand. 


Vases and book-ends, pictures to help give the place ahomelike 
air would be good. We didn't bring and had to improvise. 

If the Dunaways wnat to bring draperies for the living room they 
should have three pairs. The finished length should be 82", The walls 
will probably be light green. We can get what Bob had in the Suk, 


There will be blankets available, but prefer our very light 
weight St. Mary's blankets that we can use all the year round.

Ambassador Hare, after he and I talked over the mtter, proposed 
the preamble as drafted by Mr. Metzger and set out in the circular 
instruction. We have not yet received any request that would form the 
basis of a condensed agreement such as we drafted here; and we felt that 
we should not delay further in getting on ahead of the Jan, 8 deadline, 

I do not expect any trouble about, getting the preamble agreed, though 
the Foreign Office is sticky about yit pa everything, They realize that 
this is nominal and not a new question. 


As to the request, we understand that the matter is being actively 
considered, Husseini has had a recent talk with Najib on it. I think 
Sheikh Abdullah, however, may be most. interested in the gas utilization 
matter, The Health Minister, Prince Abdullah, is also working on his 
side of the problem, He seems much interested in two hospitals, one 
at Rigadh and one near Mecca, He talks of 200 beds but obviously 
should begin more simply with plans for expansion if, as and when, 

We hope to have something more tangible before long. 


There still is much to be desired in re coordination of Brown's 
work, He has said nothing to the Ambassador or me about Daugherty's 
coming. I do not know what. Brown plans re housing for him, but have 
no indication that he would care to give up his office as you thought 
possible (your undated letter received Dec. 23). Brown says he plans 
to go into the field Jan, 2 for three or four’. months, 


Recently I met Drake at Brown's place. The forms re his appointment 
have not yet come. You might check whether they were sent. Bow Kennedy 
is on the East Coast for two weeks, due back about Jan. 10, I shall look 
over his mail for the forms in his absence. 


Bob ds getting a very good start with the customs work and the 
people all like him very mich. This will aid Dunaway, Please see a 
recent report by Embassy despatch on Bob's work which Dunaway should 
see, (Probably the despatch is in this pouch), 


As to the Bank, I am glad to get your relay of the comments 
of FRB.

Sheikh Abdullah says he likes it, but it is too early to guess it what 
fam it will finally come out. It is so important in my plan, and could 
be so helpful here, that I hope Blovegps will @ available if SAG so wishes. 


I wait word as to my transfer to FSR-l, which I understand will be 
as of Oct. 24. SAG was getting restive about the delay in transferring 
me = they want Uncle Sam to pay, and of course this was intended all along. 
So far I have only informed them that I am in course of being transferred, 
and that it can be retroactive to a date earlier than Dec, 1, My last 
request for payment to that date led Najib to write and say that he understood 
the US assummed my pay from the date of the Oct. 3 exchange of notes. 


We shall be interested to see what develops in re a TCA director 
for this country. I have not yet told SAG that I shall not be it, but 
shall do so when occasion offers - probably when I formallyaivise my 
transfer, No doubt Dr. Bennett's loss makes it harder for you to come 
here, much as we should like it, 


Dorsey intimated that there might be some question as to Dunaway's 
health. I note from Who's Who that he is 65. I think you can reassure 
Dunaway that under conditions at Bechtel (seon to be Baker) compound with 
air-cooling and sanitation he can live comfortably, Also that he can 
follow the practice I have found wise here of taking a regular rest after 
lunch and doing his main work in the morning.

Brown understands that FAO plans to recruit men in the fields 
of agronomy and horticulture, Clearly there must be coordination at 
the top level as to what is done respectively under Point IV and by FAO, 
I have gathered that SAG formerly at least was not too happy about the 
FAQ set-up, but have noway of knowing at present whether that view 
now extends to their present personnel. This situation will of course 
be to the fore in re further requests from SAG as to Point IV aid 
in these fields, 


Brown remarked that with Drake and Daugherty he felt his 
mission would be fully staffed, and that he has no expansionist ideas. 


Brown is about to go to the Taif area for a few weeks - perhaps 
till about Feb, 1.

Housing. SAG is preparing office space for Point IV work and 
FAO by converting into offices the new barracks formerly used by 
Bechtel but which can be spared because Baker & Co. have less 
personnel. That should make available the air-conditioned houses 
nq used as offices by Brown and FAO, and part of where Bob Kennedy is, 
Baker & Co, think it may take two months to make ready the offices, 
but time is uncertain.

I received an indication that salary may be of considerable 
weight inaffecting his decision, I therefae should appreciate 
learning what salary and allqances he got as manager of the Bank 
of Monrovia in Liberia, and as governor of the Ethiopian State Bank, 

Of course I can ask hin when he comes; but if I can get the information 
via you it would be better, Perhaps someone in the Department or in 
Federal Reserve would know, 


Also it would be helpful to know what he now gets from the 
International Monetary Fund. This I think is free of IS taxes, 


The only comparable positions of which I know are Bennett's, 
as successor to Blavers in Ethiopia; and John Exter's, as governa 
of the Reserve Bank of Ceylon. If I could learn what they are 
getting it would help. If there are other similar posts now held 
by Americans it would help me to know what they are - as bearing

In case Blowers is not available to come here as governor 
of the proposed new bank George H. Greene, Jr., may be available. He 
graduated at U, of Michigan, 1928, and took an M.A, there in 1929, He 
was with National City Bank of N.Y. 1929-49, except for leave to work 
with OSS during the war and with BCA in 1948-49 as Chief of the 
Industrial Reconstruction Division of the BCA China Mission. Most 
of his bank service was in China. He was President of the American 
Junior Chamber of Commerce in Shanghai; Chairman of Burd of Managers 
of Shanghai American School; and a director of the US Educational 
Foundation in China. He lately was president of the Committee for 
a Free Asia, Inc., 245 California Street, San Francisco, 


I just got word that Greene was to leave the Free Asia work 
January 1 last, to be succeeded by Alan Valentine, former price 
stablizer, I gather that the sponsors of the Free Asia work wanted 
someone who was better than Greene in the field of public relations, 
Just what was involved in the shift I do not know. I suggest checking 
with L. K, Little, former Inspector General of Customs in China, 
who has been serving as New York representative of Committee fora 
Free Asia.

I have sent today two important telegrams re the program in 
Agriculture in whichrrespectively I describe and comment on the 
FAO program for Saudi Arabia, There is not much to add, Tothill 
took the line that the January 30 agreements grow naturally out 
of the September 28, 1950, agreement which broadly sets out FAO's 
program. I recall] that Brown felt that this encroached on his 
field and got the suspension of cancellation in effect of some 
Clauses in it, 


Husseini says that Tothill mde the drafts before Dodd came, 
It is strange that with Brown and me hiving and working in buildings 
adjoining him he did not first check on what we planned. Tothill 
consulted Husseini just before Dodd came, Husseini felt that the 
agreement for a research institute and related activities was just 
for Gizan and would not duplicate paragrpeh two of my draft dated 
January 17, But when I told him of the plan of Tat hill to extend 
the work through all of SA he realized its effect if implemented 
on what we have contemplated. He wonders, however, how far FAO 
will implement it, 


I enclose a copy of a letter Toil] wrote to Rome re certain 
matters of cooperation, I trust you will be in accord with what I 
said about exchange of data. 


Also I enclose a short note of what Bothil) told me about his 
view of the water problem, etc, 


I hope that close cooperation between TCA and FAO befare the 
event will be established. When I asked Tothill to come to see m - 
a talk which led to his telling me of the new agreements - I had 
intended to ask him what they planned as a guide to formulation af 
our program. Instead I learned they had gone ahead, Dodd came here 
ahead of schedule - he was due between the 25th and 30th per word 
to the Embassy - and on the 22nd neither Mr. Hare or I was here, 

When I returned on the 24th Dodd had gone, being here only one day. 
Dodd asked for the Ambassador, but of course should have seen Mr, Abbey 
who was in charge, 


I enclose a tabulation by subjects of the FAO program for aid, 
my proposal and yours, I drew up this for reference, Actually the 
field is so large that for example FAO research and teaching of a 
given subject would not preclude TCA extension work re it, Or there 
could be geographic division of work, But clearly coordination needs 
to be worked out, 





Here I am dealing with a field in which I am far from expert, 
and need guidance, 


Finally I enclose a draft of the public health program in the 
form.of-a.letter which Mr, Hare and I expect soon to be able to 
discuss with Prince Abdulla Feisal,

I have today had a two hour discussion with Dr. Young, the Financial 
Representative of Point 4 in this country, and also Acting Director of Point 
4 activities in Saudi Arabia, 


As it is ‘essential that. Point 4 and P.A.0, work here be properly coor- 
dinated so that neither overlap nor friction between personnel be permitted 
to develope, we went. over in some detail the five agreements now signed 
by F.A.0. and the Government, We did not however traverse the Point 4 
programe. for the coming year because Dr. Young does not yet know the details 


Arising out of the discussion Dr. Young suggests that he be furnished in 
due course with copies of all our agreements to enable him to assist in 
coordinating the two programmes, Will you please therefare send me an extra 
set of the five already signed; and also of Number 6, about date packing, 
when it has been duly drafted, agreed and signed, 


In this connection are these Agreements sent as routine to the Point 4 
programme planners in Washington? 


Dr. Young also suggests that 1t would be useful to arrange for a full 
exchange of specialists reports as between Point 4 and F.A.9, As this would 
clearly be all to the good will you please send to this Office as routine 
two extra copies of each of our Final Reports for the local Point 4 files, 
Dr. Young undertakes to reciprocate, 

Dr. Young also suggests that it might be a good plan for F.A.0, to send 
copies of all our Specialist's reports to the head office of Point 4 in 
Washington. I do not know the existing liaison arrangements and perhaps this 
ig routine procedure, 


There is no copy in our Office of El Bakr's report on Dates, Will you 
please send me 6 copies including one for the Department, and one for Point 4,

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FAO intend to have a look at the various oases, The basic 
problem is water, md the question is whether to develop and dis- 
tribute it by dams or by drawing on ground water, 


Dams involve a new system of distribution to supplant the well- 
established local systems. As a first step in many areas the present 
dikes and diversion embankments should be made permanent ~ as now they 
are washed away by any heavy rain and flood. 


Dams may deprive areas laver down of ground water, This problem 
involves study to determine rainfall, volume of floods, run-off, 
silt content of water, etc. This study is prerequisite to right 
decisions, 1.6,., dams vs. ground water etc, 


FAO intends to concentrate this year on these problems, 


Ferris of FAO did a general survey of Gizan soils, FAO conten- 
plates that the Soil expert they plan to get will do more detailed 
work on Wadi Gizan, 


Mr. Tothill is convinced that the kind of fertilizers needed 
are nitrogen fertilizers, He thinks that there is comparatively 
little need for them in Saudi Arabia, hence he would rather rely upon 
crop rotation to provide nitrogen. The main use of any fertilizers 
produced here would be for export to Egypt, Pakistan, India, etc,

Brown and Jackson are getting from Michael Baker, Ine, 
an allowance for living expenses of $129 dollars per month, 
against which is charge the cost of groceries and other supplies 
gotten from the commissary. This is done in pursuance of an 
arrangement Brown made with Najib Bey Salha, Assistant Deputy 
Minister of Finance. Brown has indicated to me that they get 
no cost of living allowance from Geological Survey, as do those 
under the State Demrtment. On an annual basis Brown and Jackson get 
thus an allowance of 1548 dollars, which is in the general range of 
what they would get if given cost of living allowance, 


If Brown and Jackson are transferred to TCA and get cost of 
living allowance, continuance of the 129 dollars monthly would 
put them in a favored position as compared with other TCA personnel, 
It would add correspondingly to their total receipts. Hence it 
would seem either that this should be cancelled in such event, or 
that a like allavance be given to al] TCA personnel if SAG agrees, 


Pertinent considerations are: 


1, The tasic agreement of January 17, 1951, provides 
(Art.1, “c for separate project agreements which as per 
Art. III, 2 shall set out "the contribution of each party." 
There is no formal agreement as to the natural resources 
program, only a verbal agreement which Brown considers is 
working satisfactorily, There is, however, a form agreement for the 
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financial work (exchange of notes of September 25/October 3, 1951) which 
provides that the US is to pay salareis and allowances. ani. travel to and 
from the US, and SAG is to provide housing and furniture, offices and 
equipment, secretaries and translatars and local transport. Since 
nothing is said about allowances like Brown's 129 dollars, I decided 
when Kennedy came here that I should not ask SAG for such an allow- 
ance = after gathering from Brown with much difficulty that apparently 
he got no cost of living allowance as did Kennedy. 





2- I have recently learned that FAO's basic ement with SAG 
dated September 28, 195-, provides (Art. III (b) SY that SAG shall 
assume "such part of the cost of the technical assistance to be 
provided under this Agreement as can be paid for in local currency, 
or otherwise, to the following extent: 


"€i) Full subsistence expenses of the personnel, including board 
and lodging, as well as incidental expenses at the daily rate of 22 
dollars or its equivalent per person, For twelve months this 
would be equivalent to 4380 dollars for each expert." 


The agreement also provides for SAG to assume medical care and 
hospitalization, 


Now that the TCA program is expanding, a decision is called for 
on whether TCA should seek an arrangement as favorable in re allay- 
ances as that of FAQ, I do not know one pertinent factor, namely, 
the level of compensation of FAQ men. If that is materially lower 
than that of TCA men of similar caliber, the greater allavances 
might be an a fset for FAQ, Both FAO and TCA my be recruiting in 
Similar fields, and if FAO can offer better compensation TCA recruit- 
ing would be harder, A factor on the other side is that SAG provides 
houses for TCA families, and it seems at least tacitly understood that 
FAO men do not bring families here, I imagine that SAG would be 
quite ready to treat TCA as well as FAO, 


I think that SAG would readily agree to provide medical care and 
hospitalization. They could readily do this at the new clinic in 
the Baker Compound, and it would be a great advantage to TCA personnel, 


A futher question is whether, if a new arrangement should be made 
on the subject, it should be retroactive in the case of Kennedy and 
myself, In my own case, when I asked Bechtel for a commissary bill 
at the end of the first month after arrival last summer, they stated 
that SAG had instructed them that it should be charged to SAG, If 
the decision is against asking for subsistence allowances for TCA 
personnel, or, if they are arranged, against making them retroactive, 
I would of course pay all such charges as from the date of my trans- 
fer from the rolls of SAG to US rolls, October 24, 1951. I hesitate 
meanwhile to open this subject because it has a bearing on the 
matters here raised for decision, 
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Finally, it is necessary to take into account the position of 
TCA staff relative to the Embassy. If they are drastically out 
of line, a morale problem would be likely to aise. 


I shall appreciate it if the problems are considered and dis 
cussed with Dr. Stratton so that he can take it up if desired 
after his arrival. Or you can advise me the decision. Obviously 
the decision involves policy as to what is being done or my be 
done in other areas,

Deheungsenrion’’ sentherdipe si tie order and T have gotton 
word of the Stacy's coming February 19 via Beirut and Air Liban, 
I much appreciate your efforts in pac action about our 
mission, and look forward to early word about the accountant, 


Dunaway tells me of another complication about my own 
appointment, namely, that a Foreign Service Reserve Officer 
apparently cannot get the hardship post allavance, which is 
25% of salary at Jidda, When my coming here was under consideration 
Mg compensation to be paid to me by SAG pending transfer to the 

US rolls was figured on the basis of what I would later get. I have 
here the figures written down in Mr, Awalt's office after consulting 
the personnel office, These show basic salary of $12,000, 25% 
differential of $3,000 and cost of living allowance of $2,310 - 
total $17,310, On the basis of that it was arranged for SAG to pay me 
at the rate of $1,200 salary and $250 living allowance per month - 
total $17,400 yearly. It was the policy that SAG should pay only 
about what the US would pay until FBI clearance arranged, 


If I were put at the top of FSS-1, $10,330 the total 
inoluding 25% allowance would still be 2, 087,50 shart of 
the total it was stated that I would get. 


All of the above calculations disregard the increased 
pay added by a later law - which I assume should be forth- 
coming in any event, 


Unless there is some way to add the 25% under FSR, it 
may be the solution to let me be TCA-~l. In fact the designation 
"TCA-1" is written on the slip of paper given me in Mr. Awalt's 
office. He is quite familiar with the circumstances, 
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I am sorry to troube you with another administrative problem, 
Until it is settled, however, I cannot draw up my income tax, so 
I hope something definite can be fixed so I can make the June 15 
deadline for persons abroad! 


The paying officer at the Embassy here says that no 
"pay card" for me has come. Probably the foregoing is the 
explanation. 


I might also mention a faint possibility - though quite 
likely it is no longer possible, Formerly persons could be 
transferred to the regular foreign service on the basis of at 
least five years service in the Department. I served there as 
the Economic Adviser for nearly seven years continuously in 
1922-29, That may be too long ago,

I remember that you expressed a wish that I should write 
you fully and frankly, particularly giving you my first in- 
pressions, This therefore may be a long and rambling letter, 
but it will bring you up-to-date with my activities since 
leaving New York, 


Tuesday in New York I had luncheon with Mr. Kidd of 
the Aramco company and with two of his associates, We had 
a long and frank discussion and I believe it was at that 
time that I first learned that SAG has a relatively large 
financial commitment for its military program. I was 
warned that this would be used as a possible reason for SAG 
pleading poverty when it comes to putting into operation 
certain projects, 


Tuesday evening had dinner with a Mr, “illiams, whom we 
met, and who is now Office Counsel in the British Embassy in 
New York, but one time in the British foreign service and fo 
some time in the Middle East. He had lived in Iraq and Iran 
and provided me with further interesting background on the 
Middle East. He knew a fair amount about the locust problem 
and told me of the British set-up in Jidda for the control 
of locusts. 


Wednesday morning T had breakfast with the Saudi Arabian 
Ambassador, Shaikh Asad Al-Faqth, who flew up from Washington 
to see me, As you know, he is a very gracious and intelligent 
person and was extremely friendly. I invited him to lunch with 
Mrs, Stratton and me at the University Club, but he insisted 
that we lunch with him at the Barkley, which we did, As you can 
imagine, he sent his car for us and also had his car take us to 
the air terminal after luncheon. 


Oyr plane was several hours late arriving in Paris, but 
we were met there by an Embassy car which facilitated our get- 
ting through the Customs and getting to the Hotel Claridge 
where we stayed, We had dinner with Mr, and Mrs, John Harriman,

Harriman is with MSA and has rather a top job there, I saw him the 
next day and we had a wery good chat about MSA and TCA relationships 
and problems, Although MSA has no mission in Saudi Arabia, apparently 
they are interested in it as a strategic materials area, 


The next evening we dined with Mr. and Mrs, Walter Hill. Hill 
holds a top position with the International Bank, He was formerly 
Associate Editor of the London Economist and is particularly well- 
informed on Near Eastern economics and general affairs, He has been 
working closely with the Iranian-British oil dispute, 


At Rome we were courteously met by Mr. Paul Geyer of the Amer~ 
ican Embassy. Room had been reserved for us at the Mediterranea Hotel, 
At 9 the next morning I met with Mr. Tetro and Mr. Cottan at the Em 
bassy. They were very courteous and helpful and arranged an appoint- 
ment for me with Mr. Karl Olsen. We discussed in general the 
FAO-TCA relationships with regard to Saudi Arabia, I spent the 
entire day at FAO and talked with the tollowing people: 

F, T, Wahlen, Director of the Agricultural Division, and later, 
Ralph W. Phillips, Deputy Director, A meeting was then set 

up which included T. EB. Ritchie, L. £. Kirk, J, L. Buck, 

John H, Southern, and Fred F, Lininger, later in the day I 
talked with Mr. James Adams, 


After a very pleasant luncheon with Sir Herbert Broadly, 
Deputy Director of FAO, I talked with a Dr. Fiedler with regard 
to the fisheries project being undertaken by FAO, It seemed 
to be perfectly clear that this project represents a completed 
agreement between SAG and FAO, They will charter a boat and 
I believe they have engaged the necessary experts to survey the 
possibilities of the fishing industry being established in the 
Red Sea. I assured him that in this event TCA would make no 
effort to duplicate their activities, 


I also spent some time with Dr. Mordecai Esekiel, I believe 
he is Director or Deputy Director of the Economics Section of the 
Agricultural Division. In general, what we did was to go over 
the agreement which came out of our general meeting in Washington. 
I must report that at the meeting in Rome there was some 
quibbling about that agreement. In general, I got the feeling 
that FAO is an aggressive group and would prefer to do all the 
work in Saudi Arabla that has to do with agriculture in the 
broadest sense of the term, I made no concessions with regard 
to that agreement, however, I felt sure that at the top level 
with Sir Herbert, and also with Mr. Phillips, there seemed to be 
no concern lest TCA undertake activities presumably blocked out 
by FAO. I did get the impression that Dr. Glen Brown has good 
relations with the FAO field geologists and that they have come 
to a working understanding which will prevent duplication of 
efforts. I am not yet in a position to judge the respective standing 
of TCA and FAO with SAG, I have heard conflicting rumors since I 
have been here, Perhaps I am mistaken, but frankly I think one result 
of my visit in Rome may be a definite speed-up of FAO operations in 
Saudi Arabia. As you know, at the moment their plans are on paper, 
but now I think there will be a tendency to get them into action as 
soon as possible, I am sure nothing I said brought on this result, 
but merely the fact of my presence,

We arrived in Beirut at about 3 o'clock in the morning, but we 
were again met by Embassy car and taken to the Palm Beach fot ’ , where 
a room had been reserved for us. As you know, Beirut is a perfectly 
beautiful city. The next day I called at the Embassy and was pleased 
to find that Mr, Louis Bresson is Eddie Locke's assistant there, I 
knew Bresson very well in WPB. He was most helpful to us and we had 
the use of Locke's car and chauffeur while in Beirut. I, of course, 
called on Eddie in the hospital twice during the time that we were 
there. We had some very interesting long conversations. I shall 
only say briefly that he is very much interested in the extension of 
the railroad from Riyadh to the Red Sea, I am sure that when he re- 
turns from Washington he will come to Jidda and I think he hopes to 
be in a position to really help us get started on the railroad project, 





In Beirut we lunched with Col. and Mrs. Eddy; on another day with 
Mr, and Mrs. Osborne of Aramco, and met several other Aramco officials, 
I also had a very pleasant visit with Dr. Penrose, President of Ameri- 
can University of Beirut. He said that in Lebanon they have Point-/ 
funds which will take care of twenty-four full scholarships for Saudi 
Arabian students, At present they had received no nominees who were 
qualified academically for admission, 


In Jidda, a8 you can imagine, we have met many pleasant people 
already. Sunday we had luncheon with the Gary Owens, I believe he 
is the top Aramco man in Jidda. Mr. and Mrs. Bechtel were there and 
I found Mr, Bechtel very well informed and a very interesting person 
to talk with about Point-4 problems in this country, He informed me 
that Bechtel had already made a preliminary survey of the railroad 
situation and suggested that later I get in touch with a Mr. English 
who will be here a few days and who, I believe, was in charge of that 


preliminary survey. 


You briefed me very accurately on Ambassador Hare and others whom 
I have met. The Youngs have been most kind and I believe that things 
will work out well eventually in my relationships with Dr. Young. 
Yesterday morning the Ambassador, Mr. Young and I called on Tahir Bey 
Radwan in the Foreign Office. It was in part a protoco] call and in 
part an attempt to speed up this question of locust control, The 
Ambassador wishes to get something in writing from SAG before we get 
in touch with Mabee at Teheran. 


I have been unable to do much more because I understand that for 
protocol reasons I should meet the Finance Minister, Shaikh Abdullah 
Sullaiman, before diseussing concrete plans and projects with lesser 
Government officials. Mr. Hare hopes to set up an appointment for me 
with the Finance Minister on Tuesday, March 11, On Friday of this 
week I am dining at the Ambassador's and will at that time meet Prince 
Faisal, 


I'd rather get this long letter df to you than give youa lot 
more detail about our experiences here, I will only say in general 
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that the weather has been excellent and everyone very cordial, so that 
our first impression of Jidda was very favorable. I shall write you 
very soon in regard to the locust problem and other mtters, With all

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The following day we met with Najib Bey, Deputy Finance Minister, 
The Ambassador presented him the requests in a form for the Finance 
Minister to sign so that we could proceed with more specific negotiations, 
Subsequently, we tried for another appointment with the Finance Minister 
but were informed that he was ill. We shall continue to keep in touch 
with Najib Bey and in every way possible try to expedite signing of this 
request for technical cooperation. 





We called on Prince Abdullah Fiasal, Minister of Public Health 
and Intérior, and presented to him for appropriate action the request 
from the Saudi, Arabian Government to TCA for public health services, 
including planning and establishing health centers, one or more 
hospitals, anda public health laboratory, 


The request also indicated the need for a broad survey of public 
health problems, The overeal] request also covered vocational train- 
ing and a general survey of educational problems in a view to present- 
ing a coordinated plan which would include the selection of students 
for professional training at the university level, 


We now await the receipt of this document which we assume must 
have the approval of his father, Prince Fiasal, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. 


Friday evening, Mrs. Stratton and I dined with the Hares and 
Prince Fiasal and his.son, Prince Abdullah, but at that time did 
not discuss the TCA program except in a general way, 





We discussed this whole problem of locust control with Deputy 
Finance Minister, Tahir Ridwan, and left with him a definite 
document by which the SAG would request the necessary arrangements for 


for 
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bringing planes and men into northeast Saudi Arabia, Again, 
until this document is signed and presented to Ambassador Hare, 
the Ambassador does not think we can do anything further, 


SUMMA RY 

In summary, we have placed these three matters 
with the appropriate documents and statements into 
the hands of the appropriate ministers, and apparently 
now can only keep pushing them for action, 
This, at least, is a report of progress, 





Ambassador Hare has been extremely cooperative 
and helpful, and we plan to work very closely together 
in our attempts to get a program into action, 


IV, VISIT FROM MESSRS, CHATLLE AND MC MILLAN FROM 
WASHINGTON wit REGARD TO PROCUREMENT OF 





These gentlemen discussed with the Ambassador and later with 
me the problems of securing adequate housing for TCA personnel, 
They left with us a document which authorizes us ("to the extent 
that the SAG is unable to supply quarters directly") to lease 
suitable living quarters, to repair same if necessary, and to 
provide furnishings and equipment, We were authorized to proceed 
with such government leasing without further references to the 
Department, subject to certain limitations, 





Funds for these purposes would be chargeable to TCA program 
funds in the TCA program allotment in Appropriation 19-1121-000, 


eo 19011214000, 
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For your information, Mr. Chaille expressed the 
opinion that the Country Director for SAG should be 
provided with a much better establishment than the 
prefab house which presumbably will be assigned to 
him when vacated. He seemed to feel that the provision 
for the Country Director for SAG was not at all in line 
with provisions made for Country Directors in other 
countries. 


I pointed out to Mr. Chaille that it was our hope 
that SAG would provide adequate housing for a TCA staff, 
However, if such housing is not forthcoming or if there 
is to be a delay of several months in providing it, I 
may attempt to work out some lease arrangements for an 
interim period, 


I shall be glad to have your comments on this 
matter, 





I have talked with Najib Bey with regard to housing 
and also cars. At the moment, I have neither house nor 
car, We are living in the Gardens Hotel and on occasion 
I borrow Dr, Young's car. 


I am more concerned, however, with providing hous- 
ing for the staff, Mr, _ moved into a house today, 
but it is without refrigerator, stove, or air condition- 
ing. .I wont go into the details about our immediate 
housing problems for I plan to see Janib Bey and Fahoum 
as soon as possible. I tried to see them both yesterday 
but without success. I do know that they are planning 
seven new houses and an apartment house, The question, 
of course, is how soon the plans will turn into reality, 





Miss Swearingen's housing problem will be solved 
this week and I believe Miss Roberts can be accomodated 
in the same apartment with Miss Swearingen and Miss Gess, 
who works at the Embassy, At the moment, I see no house 
for Iangdon who is mrried, I do not know of any plans 
for housing Mr. and Mrs, Dougherty, but perhaps Dr. Brown 
has something in mind. He is still in the field,

.. Brawn and Jackson occupy a house for an office, 
If our new office building is available within 60 days, | 
it would seem unwise to move all of their equipment 

into our present office quarters, although with crowding 
this might be possible. 


FAO occupies a house for an office on the compound 
which I would assume would be released when our new 
office building is completed. Perhaps it should be 
assumed that this house would be ocupied by FAO 
personnel, 


At the moment, I am counting on the arrival af 
Miss Roberts and Mr. Betzig and the Doughertys. Until 
we can get a better picture of housing, I am not pre- 
pared to ask for further staff. I do not mean that this 
report on housing should be too pessimistic until I have 
had further conference with Najib Bey and Fahoum, 





From the time of my arrival, it became clear to me 
that there was some misunderstanding with regard to the 
organizational set up and the responsibility and the 
authority of the Country Director. 


I reviewed carefully Mr. Fryer's letter to me, 
dated February 20, 1954, which seems to indicate that 
"all personnel" performing activities under the TCA 
program would work under my “administration, direction 
and supervision", I have with me a hectographed docu- 
ment. dated. 11.15.51 titled "Country Director of Technical 
Cooperation for Saudi Arabia(Saudi Arabia being written 
in in pencil). This document also spells out very clearly 
duties and responsibilities of the Country Director. Among 
other statements is the following: "(g.) Assigns responsi- 
bilities to all technical and administrative personnel 
regularly assigned or temporarily attached to Technical 
Cooperation service,"

In a document entitled "TCA Point 4 Country Program 
Authorization (Authorization No. 030-470, Change Order 2) 
appears the following statement: "Country program for 
Saudi Arabia is intended to provide technical guidance 
in the fields of Natural Resources, Transportation and 
Communication, Public Administration and Government Services, 
Health and Sanitation, Education and Agriculture." 


Pages 4 and 5 of this document indicate that "U.S. 
technicians employed in any of the technical services 
will be responsible to the appropriate chief of the 
Field Party who is in turn under the direct supervision 
of the Director of Technical Cooperation in Saudi Arabia." 
Again follows a discussion of "field parties" which 
includes Natural Resources, Transportation and Communica- 
tion, Public Administration and Government Services, 
Health and Sanitation, Education and Agriculture, It is 
my interpretation from these documents that chief of the 
Natural Resources area is Dr. Glen Brown, and the Chief 
of the Public Administration and Government Services area 
is Dr. Arthur N. Young. It is my assumption, based on 
these documents, that these chief's are responsible to me 
and that in turn their staffs are responsible to them, 


The misunderstanding seems to stem from a feeling 
that Dr. Brow is only in some vague way associated with 
the office of the Country Director, In regard to Dr, 
Young, I note he now signs letters "Financial Advisor to 
the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia." I may be mistaken but it 
is my impression that he feels his work is not a program 
froject coming under the set up of the country program 
but rather he and his staff constitute a financial 
advising agency under the Saudi Arabian government, 


I discussed this organization matter with the 
Ambassador, and I believe that we are in agreement that 
as soon as possible there should be clear understanding 
as to our organizational set up. Both the Ambassador and 
I wish to have a smooth-working and harmonious organiza- 
tion, and it is my hope that we can work it out without 
further instructions from Washington, 


Washington 
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On the other hand, if my interpretation as pre- 
sented to you in this letter is in errar, please inform 
me at once, My only wish is to know the extent of my 
responsibilities and to have adequate authority to 
carry them out, 


It has not been my intention to write youa 
pessimistic report. We have been, in fact, enjoying 
Jidda and all of the pleasant and friendly people here. 
We are very happy to have Miss Swearningen, and despite 
the problems that I've pointed out, I believe we are 
getting off to a good start,

This, of necessity, mist be brief note as I am on my way 
for an appointment, 


It is my belief that we should under Point 4 proceed with 
negotiations on the survey of route and economic possibilities 
of the propsed Jidda railway. 


It would be expensive, but I believe this program is 
justifiable from the view of giving us leverage to get other 
programs under way. Economic justification can at best be 
only an estimate. The very existence of such transportati on 
should in itself stiumulate government investigation of possi- 
bilities for increased traffic, Likewise, the existence of 
such a railroad should in itself generate developments which 
would lead to increased traffic, 


It has been repeated to SAG on various occasions that 
Point 4 would undertake only the survey and could not in any 
way contribute to a construction program. I have discussed 
the mtter with Dr. Young, and I believe I express his views 
correctly in indicating it would be possible for the SAG to 
budget funds to take care of amortization and interest on a 
loan,

_ It is probably of little significance for me to add that I 
believe the proposal is sound from the point of view of the economic 
development of the country, since I have not examined any statistics 
that bear out my judgment. I have, however, talked with various 
people who seemed well informed on this matter, and I am planning 
an interview this week with some Bechtel people who seem to be well 
informed, 


I am sending you a cable regarding housing. The Baker Corpora~ 
tion has been given instructions to erect seven-possibly eight- 
houses for TCA personnel and an apartment house which will house at 
least 15 people. The latter would be so arranged that it could be 
used for couples without children or single men or women. You know 
as well as I the delays that can develop, but I have seen the plan 
and I have seen workmen breaking ground already. At present, the 
plan is to start the apartment house first, I can get no exact 
estimate on completion date, but I assume 10 to 12 weeks at a minimum, 


Meantime, we can take care of the Doughertys and Mr, Betzig, and 
Miss Roberts, should I decide to ask for another stenographer, 


I would appreciate it if you would have your eye ot for a good 
man to assist me in carrying on negotiations in accordance with the 
letter which I enclose, I assume it wuld be a program officer, 
Essentially, he must be a truly competent person, but since the set 
up here is such that probably Ambassador Hare and I have to carry on 
discussions at top level, he could be a younger man, Possibly a 
first-rate young economist might be obtained on a leave of absence, 


In recuriting further personnel, it might be well to indicate 
they should come in the first instance without a wife so that when 
a wife would arrive there would be truly adequate housing for the 
couple.

In the letter addressed to Ambassador Hare 
and signed by the Minister of Finance, Paragraph IT, 
Section I, reads as follows: "Natural resources 
development: the drilling of test water wells; 
location and drilling of irrigation wells; develop- 
ing more efficient use of present water supply; 
survey of mineral resources." 


This work is, of course, now proceeding under 
Dr. Brown and as soon as he comes to Jidda from the 
field I shall ask for some written report summarizing 
work done to date and plans for the future, I have 
had informal verbal reports from Mr. Jackson who is 
in Jidda, As I understand it, the large Sullivan 
drilling rig has not been satisfactory and two 
smaller rigs have been ordered from the U.S, Pending 
their arrival, SAMS (Saudi Arabian Mining Syndicate) 
has loaned Brown a smaller rig, However, this rig 
and the truck which was transporting it are now both 
broken down and awaiting repairs, 


You will note that the SAG request under natural 
resources development includes a survey of mineral re- 
sources. It is my thought that this survey should be 
coordinated with the survey of the route and economic 
possibilities of the Riyadh Jidda railway,

The letter referred to above with regard to communications 
reads as follows: 


"Communications: survey of route and economic possibilities 
of the proposed Riyadh-Jidda railway; preparation of a plan of 
public roads, including farm-to-mrket roads," 





You will note that it includes a request for preparation of 
a plan of public roads including farm-to-market roads, 


Since my letter to you dated March 18, I have talked with 
Mr. English and Mr. Buck of Bechtel, It is my impression that 
Mr. English felt that an over-all survey of transportation needs 
should be precede a specific survey of proposed railroad, It was 
also my impression that Mr, Buck agreed with me that if we 
acquiesced to SAG request for the railrmd survey, we should be in 
a better position to initiate a survey of farm-to-market roads 
and other transportation by highway. 


In fact, a survey of a proposed railroad route would undoubtedly 
develop information not only with regard to a highway paraleling such 
railroad group but roads feeding into railrad centers, 


I am informed that there are several centers of population along 
the propasd railroad group which would presumably expand and develop, 
given proper communication facilities, It is my plan in the near 
future to go to Dharan to meet Mr. Gildea who is manager of the 
present Damman Riyadh railway. Gildea is perhaps the best informed 
person now in the country with regard to the present railroad and 
should have considerable information in regard to prospects for 
its extension, 








Referring to your letter of February 26, it is my presmt opinion 
that it would be desirable to contract both for the railroad survey and 
the farm-to market roads survey, Certainly it would be difficult to 
recruit as satisfactory a team to carry out this work as could be 
furnished by some engineering concern with experience with this sort 
of job in foreign countries, 


After I have talked with Mr, Gildea, I shall give you my 
further impressions on this whole mtter,.

In this letter, I shall discuss in a general way personnel 
and housing, 


1. HOUSING 


I can now report that ground has been broken 
for seven new houses on the Baker compound. One 
of these houses willefor me, As you know, it 
| is not possible to prophesy a completion date for 
these houses, Guesses now range from eight weeks 
t to three months, 


: They will not be prefab but will be of the 

: type now used by Bechtel and Baker personnel, 

; There is also a plan for building an apartment 

house which would house several couples or single 
men and women, This apartment project has not had 
final approval and therefore I cannot give you 
detailed plans for it, 









With regard to existing houses, one prefab 
becomes available today. I shall put Mr. and Mrs, 
Dougherty in it, since it has been impossible to 
work out any arrangement for their doubling up 
with any couples now on the compound,

Mr. Dunaway's house, which is also a prefab, is now in 
livable condition. I have arranged for Mr. Betzig to move in 
with Mr. Dunaway until such time as Mrs. Dunaway arrives, 


As for the availability of other houses on the compound 
which are now occupied, the situation looks as follows: 


When the new office building is completed, the house now 
occupied by Brown and Jackson for an office should become 
available for a couple. However, Fuad Najjar and his brother, 
Kamal, now live in a portion of this house. Presumbly some 
place would have to be found for them, 


Also, with the erection of the new ad fice building, the 
house now used by FAO people for an office should become available. 
If FAO brings 18 people into Jidda, however, presumably they will 
want that house and many more. I do not take it to be function to 
find houses for FAO and certainly I shall try to protect TCA 
housing interests, 


In summary, then, if we leave out the proposed apartment 
house and if I occupy one of the houses to be constructed, there will 
eventually be available seven houses, presumably for TCA personnel, 

If we recruit seven married men who bring their wives, and they are 
promised a house for themselves, on the basis of housing that would be 
the end of our recruiting program. If we inform married personnel 
that they should not bring wives and families in the first instance, 
we could, of course, accommodate many more than seven, 





Miss Swearingen moved yesterday to an Embassy apartment 
where she will live with Miss Gess who works at the Embassy, There 
would be room there for Miss Roberts, but we must understand that 
the apartment is for Embassy employees and should the Embassy expand, 
Miss Swearingen and Miss Roberts, or whatever TCA girls might be 
living there, would have to seek other quarters, 














At the present, we have adequate space for existing 
personnel in our present office building. The building is, 
however, ed sketchily os as to _— filing cabinets ‘ 
etc. 





The new afice building iby precpediaiy abddlp abd whee 
finished should provide adequate space for TCA staff including | 
Brown's of fice and laboratory, 


It will provide for several FAO offices but certainly 
not for 18, 


The Ambassador wishes me to occupy an office in the 
new Embassy compound so that we may keep our files there under 
proper security supervision and for the convenience of our 
daily conferences, 





I have already selected an office in the building nw 
near completion dt the Embassy compound, I shall also keep 
an office in the new TCA building.and shall have my administrative 
assistant also housed there, Likewise, it would be desirable for 
the program officer to be with the rest of the TCA staff, It is 
my estimate that the new TCA office building and the Embassy 
office building will be completed before the new houses, 





As of this date, the TCA personnel in Saudi Arabia is as 
follows: (see chart attached) 


As I see it, the next immediate need is a program officer. 
I have indicated my thoughts along this line in EmbTe] 503, 
March 20, 


With the arrival of Mr, Betzig, I fee) certain that he 
will need a secretary, Possibly it would be well to assign 
Miss Roberts for this position, but I prefer to discuss the 
matter with Mr, Betzig upon his arrival before action is 
taken, 
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Dr. Young is still anxious to have an accounting officer added to his 
staff,and one more interpretor, We are negotiating for the latter at the 
moment , 


It is difficult to spell out further personnel needs until we have 
specifie and properly negotiated requests from SAG for definite programs. 
Presumably, however, it will be well to tentatively line up at least one 
public health expert and one educational expert, Possibly it would be 
better to look for the sort of people who will eventually become chiefs of 
these divisions - men comparable in their. responsibilities and authority 
to Dr. Young and Dr, Brown. 


» I believe our immediate recruiting should be as follows: 
(1) oa Officer (2) Agricultural Expert 3 Transportation and 
Communications Expert (4) Public Health Expert (5) Education Expert - 
the last two in a tentative way for eason given above, 


I understand that you have talked with Mr. Thurlby. I do not have 
his letter at hand, but I seem to recall that you had mentioned the 
position of program officer, I should not wish to push his appointment 
over your best judgment, but if Thurlby were willing to come here, I 
feel confident he would do a good job, 


As you know, he has a teen-age son and he would have to give careful 
consideration to living conditions, being separated from his son, etc. 
If he were willing to come alone for a while, I think that would be most 
satisfactory, 


I shall try to keep you currently informed as personne] requirements 
and housing situations change, 


By the way, two new cars have been delivered to us by SAG since I 
last wrote. I now have a car with a driver, The second car for the 
moment is for general staff use. We, therefore, now have a total of 
four cars - one assigned to Dr. Young, one to me, and two for staff, 

I am informed by the Embassy that a Chevrolet has been shipped from 
New York for my use, 








This was all news to me, However, as we continue to increase our 
staff, we shall certainly need additional cars, As you know, in this 
country they are a necessity since there are no busses nor taxis and 
as far as we are concerned no telephones. 


Weather still perfect. Friday a party of us drove to South Beach 
for a picnic and swimming. We had a very pleasant time, and it couldn't 
have been better in Florida,

I am convinced that unless we accept the recuest of SAG as 
Outlined in their letter of March 16 (Embdesp.285), Point Four 
program here can be nothing but a continuation of the work now 
being done by the Young and Brown field missions. As you know, 
it has been very difficult to get a letter of request from SAG 
and I do not think it helps our position here to delay in reply- 
ing to their letter. 


I am, Of course, disappointed that we could not go forward 
with the locust control program. I understand the reasons for 
denying the SAG oualifying conditions on the locust control pro- 
gram, but I also feel that unless we make some concessions we 
shall be unable to achieve the over-all Point Four objectives in 
SA. I assume that it is strategically important that as many of 
these objectives be achieved as is possible.

{II, STATUS OF PROGRAMMING 


We are still unable to move forward with any definite program 
activities since on the one hand Washington has not given us 
approval to accept the letter of request presented to us by the 
SAG which covered among other things agriculture, transportation, 
and aerial mapping. And on the other hand, we have not received 
a request from the SAG on pub‘ic health and education. 


I am enclosing a tentative draft of a letter I plan to send 
to Prince Abdullah Faysal, Minister of Interior and Public Health. 
I have not discussed this draft as yet with the Ambassador and 
there may be policy reasons for handling this matter in a different 
way. 


IV} RECRUITMENT 


You will understand that under the conditions mentioned above, 
it is very difficult for me to make concrete suggestions, I have 
already indicated by cable that we should recruit one person in 
the field of agriculture. If you could assume that Washington 
will accept the letter of request made by SAG, including the 
request for agricultural technical assistance, then you could, of 
course, start recruiting in accordance with your letter, sub ject 
estimate of suggested procurement for agriculture program. 


As soon as possible I should like to know the ETA require- 
ments. As mentioned in my cable, it may be several weeks before 
an office would be available, but he could live in the hotel. 
(Mrs, Stratton and I are still at the Gardens Hotel. ) 


V. GAR POOL 


Mr, Husseini and I have discussed at some length the question 
of providing transportation for TCA staff. As the staff increases, 
it will probably be necessary to establish a car pool with a 
driver since it is doubtful if the SAG will wish to continue to 





provide individual cars for all experts. At present, I 
have a car and driver as does Dr. Young. Mr. Dunaway has 
acar, as does Mr, Stacy. Mr. Kennedy, I believe, has the 
use of either one of these as the occasion requires. Mr. 
Dunaway has requested a driver for himself, 


The Embassy has one personal car (the Ambassador's), 
and a modest car pool, The officers of the Embassy, as I

The arrival of the Chevrolet which you mentioned will, 
if it seems feasible, provide one car on the pool basis, 
I shall be glad to have your comments on this matter - 
perhaps based on the knowledge of what the situation is 
in other TCA country programs.

Concerning a system for keeping the field office and Washington 
uniformly informed, I have discussed this with Miss Swearingen and 
we believe the following might be adopted: 


Cables covering matters previously discussed in letters already 
received by - or enroute to - the Department will take preference 
over the letters, 


The reason for this is that when a matter is not considered of 
a nature urgent enough to relay by cable, this matter is included 
ina letter. However, after the letter has once been sent, if 
information from the Department or the Embassy relative to that 
matter changes its urgency, then & cable is sent. The cable, of 
course, would bear a later date than the letter, and would, there- 
fore, be the latest decision, This is in line with your thinking 
expressed in your letter of March 28 re adopting "the rule that 
the latest communication is the most desired action." 





It would be quite unusual to relay by letter any change of 
cabled information, We realize it's confusing enough to change 
any information previously received in a letter. 


From now on, Miss Swearingen will be keeping a close check on 
all information sent you, so that were any changes to be made with 
regard to previous information sent you, we shall refer to that 
letter in the cable - even if we believe you have not gotten the 
letter, but know it is on the way. In these cables, we shall say

Re Depttel received about April 26, starting out "Peterson 
unavailable - ", I confess that although Ed and I have worked 
hours trying to unravel the budget situation, we do not feel too 
well informed on this whole matter. It is easy to know that we 
have obligated no funds, for example, under the program authorization 
for education, We do not have exact knowledge of what has been

In a document which arrived from you today, dated April 9, you 
indicate that 59,000 dollars had been obligated as of March 31. Does 
this include the. contract for the aerial survey done for the Brown 
group?

The enclosed chart is to the best of our knowledge the 
fixed plan of development of the Baker Compound, The houses 
and buildings numbered in red are either currently occupied 
or are to be occupied by TCA personnel on their completion, 


Obviously, one of the difficulties will be to coordinate 
the readiness of occupancy of a house with the arrival of TCA 
technicians or personnel, The need for houses and existance 
of houses should come relatively at the same time. If not, 
there is always the danger that the SAG or FAO or some ine 
fluential individual will take an unoccupied house. 


At the moment, the housing needs are as follows: 


(1) The need for a temporary house for Dr. Stratton 
during the construction of his house, Plans have been 
drawn up and approved for a house for Dr. Stratton on a 
somewhat larger scale than the other houses. Its con- 
struction is supposed to be pushed, but nothing has been 
done at present, Although I do not know its exact loca- 
tion, it will be someplace on the Baker compound and 
should be ready within four months. 


(2) With the arrival of the Kennedy family in late 
Summer or early autumn, the Stacys will need a house. 


(3) The need of a house for the Accounting Expert 
if he comes with a family. It might be added that 
Najib Bey is, rightfully I believe, opposed to a 
bachelor's occupying & house by himself. 


(4) (5) (6) and (7) Depending upon the recruitment 
program, houses will be needed for the Chiefs of Trans- 
portation,and Communication, Agriculture, Health and 
Sanitation, and Education, 





On the termination of the office building, two houses 
now occupled as office buildings by FAO and the Natural 
Resources Group will be available for houses, The office 
building is progressing rapidly, with part of the cement roof 
being poured already, One problem will be the air conditioning 
unit which is on order in the United States, At present, it is 
not known when it will come, but at least several months may 
elapse before its arrival,

All Point 4 missions and PAO will have offices in the 
office building, and no homes will be used in the future for 
such purposes, 


There are seven houses in construction, with three of them 
being in fairly advanced stage, having roofs poured, These 
houses are being built by a private constructor and not by 
Baker. The air conditioning units for them are available in 
Jidda. It i# believed that adequate furnishings also exist in 
Jidda, These three houses should be ready for occupancy within 
a month to a month and a half, on the premise that progress 
continues at the present rate. (Not always very certain) 


The other four houses are in varying degrees of construction 
and probably will be ready for occupancy within four months, I'd 
say, or perhaps sooner, This would give us a total of nine | 
houses within the next four months, depending on the completion 
of the office building for two of them, 


At the present time the apartment house construction has 
only advanced to the point of having the stakes laid out. 
Mr, Husseini states that he is attempting to push its construce 
tion, but at present nothing has been done. It is doubtful if 
it will be ready within six months. The problem of the aparte 
ment house appears to lie in Baker's many obligations, The air 
conditioning unit should not be a problem, as it is on order in 
the United States, 


Baker is planning first to build a unit containing six 
single bedroom apartments and then an additional four in the 
near future. 


Besides the families listed above who need houses, the 
following personnel are also in need of TCA quarters; 


(1) Miss Lavonne Swearingen, who is currently 
living in an Rmbassy apartment in the city with 
an Embassy secretary. 


(2) Myself, I am staying temporarily at the 
Gardens Hotel, I am planning to share the house 
of Bob Kennedy until his family arrives, This is 
premised on a house becoming available in the near 
future for the Stacys.

As noted in a previous letter to you, the Embassy compound 
is not likely to be ready for use until August or September, 
They still do not have a water supply, a sewage system, or 
adequate lighting. They have placed an order for a very large 
generator, Mr. Hopper and Mr. Purdy end their families are now 
occupying two houses in the new compound, However, they depend 
upon water brought by tank car and have temporary lighting. 


When the Embassy compound is finished, it is likely that 
in the future TCA personnel will not be able to share Embassy 
quarters, as Miss Swearingen does at the present, 


As noted on the housing list, Fuad and Kamal Najjar, 
Secretaries for the Financial and Natural Resources missions 
respectively, live in the Brown office. I do not know if they 
will continue to do so on the termination of that office build- 
ing.

Current housing plans will provide for 16 families and a 
potential of 10 single bedroom apartments, If it seems likely 
that the mission will be larger than this, additional plans 
will have to be made, 


In the case of personnel who will be primarily working in 
the interior of Saudi Arabia, I believe we ought to give serious 
consideration in the future to the employment of single men or 
married men who are able to come to Arabia alone, If the mission 
grows to its full complement and there are many field men, it 
would mean entire houses occupied the majority of the time by one 
person - the wife, This would be especially serious in the case 
of experts coming to Saudi Arabia on a short term contract, I 
would appreciate your consideration and comments on this matter,

Resources, lette ril 2, I wish I could sit down and talk 
with you on this problem, You have had some written and cabled 
comments from me on it. 


Latest information from Washington seems to settle the 
matter by indicating that the mineral resources survey must be 
done under USGS. My notes dictated after a conversation on — 
April 27 with Dr. Brown, at which Mr. Betzig was present, 
indicate that Dr. Brown did not contemplate expanding his group 
of geologists, and seemed to feel that the mineral resources sur- 
vey in its relation to railroad survey should be a separate 
undertaking from his group. 











To put the matter another way, if we should contract out a 
railroad survey, it would seem to me that the contractor could 
make use of both aerial mapping and field geologists in develop- 
ing @ report on a proposed route. However, I assume that this 
matter has been settled, and that the mineral resources survey 
will come under Dr. Brown, a8 well as the aerial mapping job. 


I hope that the Chief of the Transportation and Communication 
Group will be able to coordinate the serial mapping and mineral 
resources survey with the problem of investigating not only the 
proposed railroad route but development of roads and highways,

"hen the office building is finished, the houses, now 
used by FAO and Natural Resources Field Party, as offices, 
should be available also. The use of the new office building 
is dependent upon the arrival of the office A.C.unit once the 
construction of the building is completed. "“e do not currently 
know when the unit will arrive. 


Thus you can see that if recruitment of the above-named 
Field Party Chiefs proceeds as scheduled, there is not likely 
to be an excess of houses, Obviously single men or married men 
without wives, would be sharing living quarters in houses, as 
would single women, ‘e are of the opinion that any personnel 
arriving in the near future ought not to come with ir 
wives until housing facilities are more certain,

They stated that they have made several study trips 
in Saudi Apabia and in Mareh 1950 published an FAO survey 
and recommendations relative to the technical assistance 
needs of Saudi Arabia, I would recommend obtaining several 
copies of this report from the Department of State. 


They stated that cooperation between FAO and TCA 
water resources group has been very good, and they look 
forward to continued cooperation in the future. 


Currently their program is directed at imrovement 
in the use of water and the development of new water 
resource areas, 


They are interested in developing: 


(1) the southeast corner of the Asir, namely the 
coastal plains area and western slopes of the mountains 
whieh they and Brown consider to be a potential sone of 
agricultural settlement. 


(2) a study of the means of better water and land 
use in the AlHasa area. This area is already quite in- 
tensive: ae but the great need exists for 
scientific use of the water resources, improvement of 
crops, and the developnent of measures to prevent the en- 
eroachment of sand dunes. They stress that this area, in 
their minds, should be number one priority. 
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(3) The Riyadhelofuf-Al Kharj area where possible 
population pressures seem to be building up. As semi - 
nomadic tribes increase their dependence upon cultivation 
of crops, they have a need for more water. 


(4) BuraidaeHail area where certain settlement 
attempts have been made in the past. This area to them 
would have low priority due to the lack of knowledge as to 
water resources and the fact that the other areas montioned 
above have greater potential value. 


They are interested in the problem of the settlement 
of semi-nomadic tribes - "semi-nomadic" in the sense that 
part of their effort is devoted to subsistence cultivation 
and in part to grazing and herding of animals. These 
people would seem to be more likely land settlers, than the 
nomadic tribes who lack almost completely any knowledge of 
agriculture, 


They state that the land problem of Saudi Arabia 
differs greatly from most other Middle Kastern countries 
in that there is no land shortage or population pressure 
on the land. The problem is in the discovery, use, and 
control of water. Land ownership based on a diverse 
patterns of comuunal, tribal, and family or individual 
ownership has not yet produced in any great number the type 
of poverty-stricken cultivator common in some other Middle 
Fastern countries. 


They are interested in knowing . kind of agricultural 
program that TCA intends to develop, and stress the fact 
that while a number of studies and reports have been written 
about Saudi Arabia, basic knowledge and facts relative to 
the soil and water resources, terrain features, rainfall, 
size and growth of population, occupational breakdown of 
population, land ownership problems, ete., are still lacking, 

















As regards water rights, they note that one of the complicating 





factors is the intricate system of ownership rights which 
npr may make difficult an intelligent and rational use 
’ water, 


They expressed willingness to exchange all available 
reo een and stress the need for survey and study to 
develop a which would effectively combat the 
agricultural problems of Saudi Arabia.

It is emphasised that since much of the work 1s of an exploratory nature 
it 1 dmpossible to make firm predictions or to place completely compre- 
hensive orders, The program outlined is based on present information to 
Serve as a guide, Any alterations, however, whether dictated by policy 
or expediency, will be brought to the attention of all concerned, The 
requisitions for personnel and material attached hereto have been prepared 
on the basis of fully equipping and wanning the drilling rigs now on hand 
and on order, plus adequate pumps and pipe to implement small development 
projects in the next few months, 

This program does not include a plan for maintenance and repair. 





With the installation of deep well turbine pumps in connection with

Reference is made to Article 1 of the General 
Point Four Agreement signed by the representatives 
of the Government of Saudi Arabia and of the United 
States of America at Jidda on dnuary 17, 1951, which 
provides that subsidiary understandings may be agreed 
upon by the duly designated representatives of 
Saudi Arabia and of the Technical Cooperation 
Administration of the United States of America, 

In order to coordinate and expand the program of 
technical assistance and economic development in the 
various fields agreed upon, the immediate representative 
of the Technical Cooperation Administration in Saudi 
Arabia shall be the United States Director of Technical 
Cooperation. He and his staff shall be a part of the 
diplbmatic mission of the Government of the United 
States of America in Saudi Arabia, and shall share 
fully in the privileges and immunities enjoyed by 
that mission and its personnel.
